Kenosha, Wis., Feb. 24.—(UH' An­ 
other m otorist who tried to heat a 
train to the crossing sent a speeding 
electric passenger train loaded with 
Sunday excursionists hurtling into the 
wreckage of an electric freight train 
at a North City crossing late last 
night and already the death toll had 
m ounted to l l and the num ber of in­ 
jured to approxim ately 80. 
Most of the 130 men, women and 
children on the southbound Chicago, 
N orth Shore and Milwaukee electric 
train of Ave coaches were dozing as 
the train sped toward Chicago at 80 
miles an hour. There was a jar and 
then a roar as the train left the rails 
and dove into an eight-foot crevasse. 
It had struck a sedan 
driven 
by 
N orm an Shinners of Chicago. 
The 
train tossed the automobile against a 
long electric freight th at was passing 
the W ashington road ‘crossing in the 
northw estern part of the city shortly 
before l l P. M. 
The 16-car freight buckled, Its car 
striking the passenger train like bat 
tering rams. 
The automobile literally was ground 
to pieces and its fragm ents were so 
scattered am ong the debris th at it was 
impossible to tell them from other 
wreckage. 
Shinners, who had an undetermined 
num ber of persons in 
his 
machine, 
was killed outright, as were at least 
IO of the passengers on the train. 
The front coach and the next one 
were twisted into a maze of steel and 
wood and it was in those two coaches 
th at most of the dead were found. 
Freight cars burst into flames and 
doctors, nurses, ambulance drivers and 
wrecking crews who rushed 
to 
the 
scene from here and nearby towns 
toiled in the glare. Soon the blaze 
whipped near the wrecked passenger 
coaches, adding the peril of burning 
to death, and a Are alarm was turned 
in. 
The clang of the fire engines ming­ 
led with the scream s of the dying and 
the seriously injured. 
Above the tu r­ 
moil rose shouts of rescue workers, 
who were besieged by the score of cut 
and bruised. 
Soon the Kenosha hospital had tak­ 
en in 25 patients, St. C atherine's had 
made room for 35, and m ore were be­ 
ing taken to both places. 
In despera­ 
tion, drivers of the am bulances, auto­ 
mobiles and the trucks and delivery 
conveyances pressed into 
service 
to 
transfer the wounded from the scene 
of the wreck began unloading their 
stretchers and m akeshift blanket beds 
at homes, roadhouses and Ailing sta­ 
tions. 
Officials of the electric road said 
was a miracle all of the coaches did 
not overturn when they plunged into 
the ditch alongside the tracks. 
To 
that freak of the wreck they attrib­ 
uted the fact that scores were not 
killed or far more seriously injured. 
M otorman Hail of Chicago was the 
only trainm an who could be found at 
the wreck and it was presumed the 
others had been taken to hospitals or 
other emergency centers.

man was only slightly injured.

A g k e a t deal of discussion has taken place recently concern­ 
ing the non-enforcement of the I nth amendment, and those op­ 
posed have urged its futility because of its continued violation. 
It is certainly true that the 18th amendment is widely vio­ 
lated, but what law is not ? 
Murder has been prohibited everywhere since man emerged 
from barbarism by all peoples, yet hundreds of homicides occur 
in this country and everywhere every year. 
Stealing has been prohibited from time immemorial by all 
communities throughout the world, and yet thieving and stealing 
takes place in all communities, and as to petty stealing, tho law 
against it is violated as much as illegal manufacture of intoxicat­ 
ing liquor. 
Speeding is prohibited everywhere, and yet there is not i 
day passes but the law is violated in every community hundreds 
of times. 
. 
And so it is with every law on the statute book, but that is 
no reason that those laws are not good and for the best interests 
of the people generally. 
Now, if laws that have been on the statute books for hun­ 
dreds of years arc continually violated, is it any wonder there are 
possibly mon1 violations of thi* 18th amendment, which has lieeu 
in force only IO years, and is viewed by many people as a cuitail* 
ment of their liberty. 
t 
The 18th amendment is only the final effort at regulating the 
liquor traffic, the evils of which were so apparent, that some 
regulation is considered necessary by the most ardent wet who is 
a good citizen, and who does not want to live and profit over the 
unfortunate habits of a fellow human being. 
The desirability of the retention of the 18th amendment and 
the prohibitory laws depends on whether conditions are better 
new than under some other form of regulation. 
Before prohibition was adopted, every other known form OI 
regulating the liquor traffic was tried, and they were all found 
wanting and inadequate. 
Low license, high license, early closing 
hours, state and county dispensaries, local option, state option, 
all were tried and found ineffective to curb the evils of the traf­ 
fic, and countryside prohibition was adopted as a last resort. 
Whether it has been more effective than previous efforts at. 
regulation is a much disputed question, 
The wets claim that 
drinking has increased and it is too costly an experiment to en 
force it, while the drys claim conditions have greatly improved 
in every way. 
They contend that drunkenness has greatly de­ 
creased, poverty caused by drinking and drunken fathers and 
h u s b a n d s has l»een greatly reduced, and business efficiency has 
been promoted by less drunkenness aln oui g laboring people. 
The writer has no doubt that conditions under the 18th 
amendment are much better than under other forms of regula­ 
tion. In the old days drunken men were seen on the streets con 
Usually, now a man staggering on the streets is a rarity. 
Then 
it was not unusual for practically every prominent man in tin 
community to go on a spree, now such conduct js unthinkable. A 
candidate for office then made his campaign largely in the sa­ 
loons by treating the boys, and drunkenness and carousals fol­ 
lowed. 
Now appeals are made to the voters’ intelligence, thou 
sense of right, and a campaign of dignity is conducted. 
Many other benefits could lie enumerated that go to show 
that the last experiment at regulating the evils of the liquor traf­ 
fic, the 18th amendment, is the best that has been tried, and its 
repeal would be a real mistake. 
As for enforcement, it will never lie perfect, any more than 
enforcement pf any other law is perfect in that it will prevent all 
violations, but it will be improved as time passes, and result in 
greater benefit to society. 
Samuel (’rother, the noted writer, in an article entitle ! 
“Where Prohibition is a Success” in the March issue of The Head­ 
er's Digest, quotes Thus. Edison as saying: 
“I think we have about BO per cent enforcement of 
prohibition now, which is rather higher than the enforce­ 
ment of many laws. It should not be difficult to raise the 
enforcement to 80 per cent. 
lf we did that, no country 
anywhere, could compete with us economically.1”

Accident Situation hi Minnesota 


Accidents in Minnesota have increased until epidemic pro­ 
portions have been reached. The Dispatch is in receipt of a com­ 
munication from Col. F. W. Matson, Minnesota Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioner, who is President of the Minnesota 
Safety Council, calling attention to the alarming number of acci­ 
dents on streets and highways and in other public places, 
As indication, reference is made to the city of Minneapolis 
where, in the year just closed, an above-normal run of almost 100 
per ceijt was experienced in motor vehicle accident fatalities. On 
the basis pf records for the ten years past (increase in number of 
motor vehicles being taken into consideration), normal increase 
would have placed total deaths at 50. Actual deaths were OO, 
Be ports from GG schools located variously throughout tile 
slate, with total enrollment of 51,51)7, show that during a period 
of fourteen months (1928-1929) an average of 18 students were 
injured out of each 1,009, and for each 4,154 students e n r o l l e d 
one was killed or died as the result of an accident—and these fig­ 
ures do not take into account the children under school age. 
In town and country a delay upon the part of children in 
reaching home causes many a mother to wait with rapidly in­ 
creasing anxiety, visioning them as all too possibly the victims of 
an accident. There has even been a marked increase of accidents 
in the homes. 
in recent years, transportation and industrial hues huvv 
made much progress in accident reduction. Minnesota’s record in 
these fields is highly creditable, but there is still much room for 
improvement. 
The Minnesota Safety Council has been created for the sin­ 
gle purpose of bringing clown accident totals iii Minnesota. 
H 
directorate includes men and women identified with safety work 
in various fields, and representative* of numerous statewide or­ 
ganizations. 
Its constitution provides that it shall be non-com 
mercifd, non-political organization and that it shall be affiliated 
with tfie National Safety Council. 
One of its main purposes is to effect disbarment as drivers 
Upon the streets and highways of persons proven to be mentally 
or physically incompetent or habitually regardless of the rights 
and safety of others. 
Brainerd is taking all possible steps to decrease accidents. 
Through streets will soon be marked near intersections, thus no­ 
tifying tourists and others of such streets and avoiding collisions.

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Prohibit ion E n for rem enI 


A GREAT deal of discussion has taken place recently concern­ 
ing the non-enforcement of the 18th amendment, and those op 
posed have urged its futility because of its continued violation. 
It is certainly true that the 18th amendment is widely vio­ 
lated, but what law is not? 
. 
Murder has been prohibited everywhere since man emerged 
from barbarism by all peoples, yet hundreds of homicides occur 
Bin this country and everywhere every year. 
Stealing has been prohibited from time immemorial by all 
communities throughout the world, and yet thieving and .stealing 
takes place in all communities, and as to petty stealing, the law 
against it is violated as much as illegal manufacture of intoxicat­ 
ing liquor. 
Speeding is prohibited everywhere, and yet there is not a 
day passes but the law is violated in every community hundreds 
of times. 
And so it is with every law on the statute book, but that is 
no reason that those laws are not good and for the best interests 
of the people generally. 
Now, if laws that have been on the statute books for hun­ 
dreds of years are continually violated, is it any wonder there are 
possibly more violations of the 18th amendment, which has been 
in force only IO years, and is viewed by many people as a curtail­ 
ment of their liberty. 
The 18th amendment is only the final effort at regulating the 
liquor traffic, the evils of which were so apparent, that some 
regulation is considered necessary by the most ardent wet who is 
a good citizen, and who does not want to live and profit over the 
unfortunate habits of a fellow human being. 
The desirability of the retention of the 18th amendment and 
the prohibitory laws depends on whether conditions are better 
now than under some other form of regulation. 
Before prohibition was adopted, every other known form of 
regulating the liquor traffic was tried, and they were all found 
wanting and inadequate. 
Low license, high license, early closing 
hours, state and county dispensaries, local option, state option, 
all were tried and found ineffective to curb the evils of the traf­ 
fic, and country-wide prohibition was adopted as a last resort. 
Whether it has been more effective than previous efforts at 
regulation is a much disputed question. 
The wets claim that 
drinking has increased and it is too costly an experiment to en­ 
force it, while the drys claim conditions have greatly improved 
in every way. 
They contend that drunkenness has greatly de­ 
creased, poverty caused by drinking and drunken fathers and 
husbands has been greatly reduced, and business efficiency has 
been promoted by less drunkenness aln on g laboring people. 
The writer has no doubt that conditions under the 18th 
amendment are much better than under other forms of regula­ 
tion. 
In the old days drunken men were seen on the streets con­ 
tinually, now a man staggering on the streets is a rarity. 
Then 
it was not unusual for practically every prominent man in the 
community to go on a spree, now such conduct is unthinkable. 
A 
candidate for office then made his campaign largely in tile sa­ 
loons by treating the boys, and drunkenness and carousals fol­ 
lowed. 
Now appeals are made to the voters’ intelligence, their 
sense of right, and a campaign of dignity is conducted. 
Many other benefits could be enumerated that go to show 
that the last experiment at regulating the evils of the liquor traf­ 
fic, the 18th amendment, is the best that has been tried, and its 
repeal would be a real mistake. 
As for enforcement, it will never be perfect, any more than 
enforcement of any other law is perfect in that it will prevent all 
violations, but it will be improved as time passes, and result in 
greater benefit to society. 
Samuel (brother, the noted writer, in an article entitled 
“Where Prohibition is a Success’’ in the March issue of The Read­ 
er’s Digest, quotes Thos. Edison as saying: 
“I think we have about (JO per cent enforcement of 
prohibition now, which is rather higher than the enforce­ 
ment of many laws. 
It should not be difficult to raise tin' 
enforcement to 80 per cent. 
If we did that, no country 
anywhere, could compete with us economically.” 


TRACER BULLETS MAXE FAN OF FIRE 


Accident Situ a tio n in M innesota 


A c c i d e n t s in Minnesota have increased until epidemic p r o ­ 
portions have been reached. 
The Dispatch is in receipt of a com­ 
munication from Col. F. VV. Matson, Minnesota Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioner, who is President of the Minnesota 
Safety Council, calling attention to the alarming number of acci­ 
dents on streets and highways and in other public places. 
As indication, reference is made to the city of Minneapolis 
where, in the year just closed, an above-normal run of almost IOO 
per ceqt was experienced in motor vehicle accident fatalities. 
On 
the basis of records for the ten years past (increase in number of 
motor vehicles being taken into consideration), normal increase 
would have placed total deaths at 50. 
Actual deaths were OO. 
Reports from GO schools located variously throughout the 
state, with total enrollment of 54,537, show that during a period 
of fourteen months (1028-1029) an average of 18 students were 
injured out of each 1,000, and for each 4,151 students enrolled 
one was killed or died as the result of an accident— and these fig­ 
ures do not take into account the children under school agt;. 
In town and country a delay upon the part of children in 
reaching home causes many a mother to wait with rapidly in­ 
creasing anxiety, visioning them as all too possibly the victims of 
an accident. 
There has even been a marked increase of accidents 
in the homes. 
Iii recent years, transportation and industrial lines have 
made much progress in accident reduction. 
Minnesota’s record in 
these fields is highly creditable, but there is still much room for 
improvement. 
The Minnesota Safety Council has been created for the sin­ 
gle purpose of bringing down accident totals in Minnesota. 
Hs 
directorate includes men and women identified with safety work 
in various fields, and representatives of numerous statewide or­ 
g a n iz a tio n s. 
Its constitution provides that it shall be non-com- 
mercipl, non-political organization and that it shall be affiliated 
with the National Safety Council. 
One of its main purposes is to effect disbarment as drivers 
upon the streets and highways of persons proven to be mentally 
or physically incompetent or habitually regardless of the rights 
and safety of others. 
Brainerd is taking all possible steps to decrease accidents. 
Through streets will soon be marked near intersections, thus no­ 
tifying tourists aud others of such streets and avoiding collisions.

Every year, Sable Island, on the 
coast of Nova Scotia, has had Its tale

the Due d’AnvlIle lost a transport 
and a flreship In a severe storm near 
Sthe island, and In 1701, one of the J 
vessels that had been with Wolfs at 
Quebec wus wrecked.

There was an old landmark on the 
Island In the form of n pyramid of 
sand a hundred feet high.

transport bod been taken off the is­ 
land. 
The site of their old encamp­ 
ment is now under water.

Heavy losses have been experienced 
I l»y swine owners this winter as a re- 


j stilt of two diseases having symptoms 
! somewhat resembling those of hog 
i cholera. The cause in most oases in­ 
vestigated has been pneumonia, ae- 
: cording to Dr. (\ (i. Houck, in charge 
of liog-eholera-control 
work in tile 
bureau of animal 
industry, 
United 
States 
Department 
of 
Agriculture. 
The other disease is swine influenza, 
commonly known as “flu.” Losses of 
swine from these diseases can he large­ 
ly prevented by providing dry shelter 
for the animals to protect them from 
exposure to cold wind, rain, sleet and 
an ow. 
“Cases of pneumonia so common In 
the fail and winter months,” Doctor 
Houck states, “usually follow a period 
of mild weather when the animals run 
oat or are allowed to bed in the open. 
The first cold rain or snow nearly al­ 
ways results in a number of sick an­ 
imals, hut this year the loss has been 
greater than usual, especially in the 
central western states, 
in many cases 
the animals would not go into shel­ 
ters unless they were driven, while 
others slept in damp bedding or drafty 
sheds. 
“When permanent hog houses are 
lacking, 
comfortable 
quarters 
can 
usually be provided at small cost by 
the use of the portable A type houses 
or other shelter which will protect 
against drafts, undue dampness and 
exposure. 
Even an open-front shed 
having a tight roof and sides will oft­ 
en afford sufficient protection. 
Th** 
use of bedding also helps to prevent 
sickness.” 
It is customary to regard the hog as 
a hardy animal needing little or no 
protection from cold weather. 
As a 
result of this mistaken Idea, entire 
herds are often unduly exposed and 
become affected with pneumonia or 
“till” wit It resulting heavy losses to 
tile owners. 
Even a fat hog, govern­ 
ment veterinarians [mint out, is not 
so well able to resist a sudden change 
to severe cold weather as are many 
other kinds of domestic animals. 
The 
thin covering of hair is not sufficient 
protection against exposure to cold 
weather, and the danger is increased 
tvlion the hog lies on wet ground. 
When an animal is affected with 
pneumonia, Hie symptoms often resem­ 
ble hog cholera except flint the con­ 
gested condition of the visible mucous 
membranes is absent and there are no 
red spots on the skin. 
The trouble 
docs not as a rule spread to the entire 
herd, and the post-mortem examination 
reveals lesions confined principally to 
the lungs. 
Dog “tlu” is characterized by the 
sudden prostration of a large number 
of the herd accompanied by loss of ap­ 
pet in* and spasmodic breathing. When 
urged to move, the animals have vio­ 
lent fits of coughing. 
The eyes are 
swollen and there may he a discharge 
from the nose. 
When a herd shows 
symptoms of “tin" prompt measures 
Should he taken to house and other­ 
wise care for the animals in order to 
prevent losses. 
“ W hen any of the symptoms de­ 
scribed occur In a herd of swine that 
has already been Immunized against 
cholera," Doctor Houck adds, “one 
should suspect the presence of pneu­ 
monia, ‘tin,' bronchitis, or similar dis­ 
ease, and take prompt measures to 
prevent losses.” 


Selling Old Sows and 
Keeping Gilts Is Best 
Selling the old sows each year and 
keeping young ones for breeding Is 
the most profitable practice In .Min­ 
nesota, says ll. I*, / a vo rn I, extension 
swine specialist, university farm. St. 
Raul. 
By this method the breeding 
stock Is kept continually growing and 
gaining in weight, thereby increasing 
Its own market value as well as pro­ 
viding young stock. 
O c c a s i o n a l l y fanners m a y find it de 
nimble to keep over pure bred sows to 
improve the breeding in their herds. 
However, Mr. Zavoral says he has ob­ 
served during the last ten years that 
the man who moves his sows every 
year and raises new ones will have 
the la rg es t hank balance year in and 
year out. although lie may not always 
produce the best hogs. 
Hog men who 
ore most successful are the ones that 
mark every litter and select gilts from 
the best sows each year. 
Tile average 
man w ho follows this plan probably 
saves one pig less per Utter than ivy 
u s i n g tried sows, hut this loss is more 
than offset Ivy the feed saved.
